in Adansonia, ser. 2, 16 (4) : 415-443 (L977), the name of Dorstenia mannii has been over¬ 
looked. D. ophiocoma K. Schumann & Engl, proved to he a synonym of D. mannii 
Hooker f. 

Since field-observations and new collections provide more dates, a revision of the 
infraspecific taxa of D. mannii is necessary. The following new combinations shoidd be 
recognized :
